The invention set forth in claims 1 and 2 lacks 

novelty and does not involve an inventive step in the 
light of document 1 cited in the international search 
report . 

Document 1 sets forth sets forth a preparation for 
treating skin woundS;- containing 0.05wt% to 15wt% of 
acetylsalicylic acid as an active ingredient (claims 1 
and 5) . Document 1 also indicates that acetylsalicylic 
acid also has an analgesic effect (page 2^ lines 10 to 
16) . Document 1 goes on to indicate that external 
preparations such as ointments or patches may be used as 
forms of administering said preparations (page 3^. lines 
19 to 22) . 
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
